PURPOSE:To provide a water soluble rust preventive agent which is highly effective in rust prevention 
and is safe for food hygiene by contg. the alkaline metallic salt of a nitrous acid, the alkaline metallic 
salt of a benzoic acid and the alkaline metallic salt or alkaline earth metallic salt of an aliphat. 
oxycarboxylic acid. CONSTITUTIONiThis water soluble rust preventive agent contains the alkaline 
metallic salt of nitrous acid, the alkaline metallic salt of benzoic acid and the alkaline metallic salt 
and/or alkaline earth metallic salt of aliphat. oxycarboxylic acid. Said agents is highly effective in 
preventing rust and is as highly safe in hygiene, more particularly food hygiene as to permit the 
omission of rinsing and hot rinsing stages in the stage of use. A sodium salt and potassium salt are 
more preferable for the above-mentioned alkaline metallic salts of nitrous acid and benzoic acid. The 
ratio of the latter to be compounded is preferably about 40-235 parts by the nitrite. A citric acid, malic 
acid, tartaric acid and/or glycolic acid is preferable as the above-mentioned aliphat. oxycarboxylic acid 
and the preferable compounding ratio of the salt thereof is about 15-145 parts. 
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
